Agreement Near 
On Palestinian 
Peace Talks 


UNITED NATIONS, N Y. (AP) - 
Th e United States and th e Sov iet Union 
are on th e v erge of annou ncing a 
proposed breakth rou gh in th e d ead lock 
ov er Palestinian representation at 
Mid east peace talks. 
Details of th e proposal were worked 
ou t Frid ay by Secretary of Sate Cy ru s 
R. Vance and Sov iet Foreign Minister 
And rei A. Gromy ko. It represents th e 
h igh est d egree of cooperation between 
th e two coch airmen of th e Genev a 
peace conference since it conv ened 
briefly in December 1973 following th e 
last Arab-Israeli war. 
Terms of th e proposal were not 
rev ealed . Informed specu lation was 
th at its strategy centered on per­ 
su ad ing Israel to permit Palestinians 
linked to th e Palestine Liberation 
Organization bu t not wid ely id entified 
with it to be seated at th e Genev a 
conference. 
With Gromy ko at h is sid e, Vance told 
reporters at th e United Nations, “Both 
of u s believ e v ery strongly th at we 
sh ou ld u se ou r u tmost effort to bring 
abou t a conv ening of th e Genev a 
conference before th e end of th e y ear.” 
Su ccess of th e plan d epend s on 
Wash ington’s ability to sell it to Israel, 
wh ich h as repeated ly refu sed to d eal 


with th e PLO, and Moscow's ability to 
persu ad e Sy ria, a stau nch PLO 
ch ampion, to accept a compromise. 
After h is talks with Gromy ko, Vance 
met with Israeli Foreign Minister 
Mosh e Day an. U.S. State Department 
spokesman Hod d ing Carter said th ose 
d iscu ssions were continu ing and h e 
cou ld not “go into specifics on wh at 
was said .” Day an said h e wou ld see 
Vance again nex t week. 
Th e PLO issu ed a statement at th e 
United Nations say ing its represen­ 
tation of all Palestinians “is non- 
compromisable and not su bject to 
d iscu ssion.” 
Th e U.S. effort to reconv ene th e 
peace conference by Ch ristmas con­ 
tinu ed with a breakfast meeting tod ay 
between Vance and Foreign Minister 
Hasan Ibrah im of Jord an. 
Th e Palestinian issu e h as been th e 
principal road block to reconv ening a 
peace conference th is y ear. Presid ent 
Carter called Th u rsd ay for “ad equ ate 
Palestinian representation” and said 
th e PLO “represents certainly a 
su bstantial part of th e Palestinians.” 
Bu t Carter noted th at th ere are oth er 
possible representativ es wh o are not 
members of th e PLO wh o cou ld 
represent Palestinian interests. 
Hijackers Refuse 
To Release Hostages 


DACCA, Banglad esh (AP) — Th e 
Japanese gov ernment d eliv ered $6 
million and six prisoners to Dacca 
airport tod ay , bu t th e h ijackers wh o 
h ad d emand ed th em refu sed to free all 
141 h ostageg from a Japanese jetliner. 
Th e masked terrorists, members of 
th e u ltra-leftist Japanese Red Army , 
told Banglad esh negotiators th ey 
wou ld free 58 h ostages bu t keep 83 
oth ers to ensu re safe arriv al at anoth er 
d estination. 
Th e Foreign Ministry in Toky o said 
th e h ijackers wanted to go to “a small, 
d istant, rev olu tionary state wh ich is 
friend ly to u s,” possibly Liby a or Sou th 
Yemen. Th ere was no ind ication, 
h owev er, wh eth er any gov ernment 
h ad agreed to accept th em. 
Th e h ijackers command eered th e 
Japan Air lines DC8 jet Wed nesd ay 
ov er Ind ia on a fligh t from Paris to 
Toky o. Japan agreed to meet th eir 
d emand s for th e ransom money and 
nine Japanese prisoners, bu t th ree 
prisoners refu sed to go. 
A JAL DC8 jet carry ing 60,000 U.S. 
8100 bills, six prisoners and 6.6 tons of 
food , med ical su pplies and cloth ing 
arriv ed h ere from Toky o at 11:27 a.m. 
(1:27 a.m. EDT) - nearly 76 h ou rs 
after th e h ijacking. 
Foreign Minister Tabarok Hossain 
and Air Vice Marsh al Abd u l Gaffar 
Mah mu d , 
wh o 
is 
lead ing 
th e 
negotiations, met th e ransom jet and 
retu rned to th e control tower with 
sev en Japanese officials wh o flew h ere 
on it. Th e prisoners and money 
remained aboard . 
Foreign Ministry officials in Toky o 
said th e h ijackers h ad agreed to 


release Ind ians and Pakistanis, 
women and ch ild ren passengers of 
oth er nationalities and fou r sick men 
from Japan and Au stralia wh en th eir 
d emand s were met. 
Bu t JAL officials said th ere were 
more th an 58 su ch passengers on th e 
plane. 
Nine American men and one 
American woman were aboard . Most 
of th e h ostages are Japanese. 
Banglad esh au th orities insisted on 
th e release of all th e passengers, bu t a 
h ijacker replied : 
“Th ere is an ord er from th e 
Japanese Red Army lead ers. It is not 
important for u s to release passengers 
bu t to obey ord ers. Ou r operations will 
continu e u ntil we receiv e a gu arantee 
of safety from th e regime at th e 
d estination.” 
Japanese officials said a released 
passenger id entified one of th e 
h ijackers as Norio Sasaki, 29, a Red 
Army rad ical wh o bombed sev eral 
Toky o offices in 1974. He was released 
from prison th e nex t y ear on th e 
d emand of terrorists wh o h ad occu pied 
th e U.S. Embassy in Malay sia. 
Th e American h ostages are banker 
Joh n Gabriel of Montebello, Calif., h is 
wife; former California Assembly man 
Walter Karabian, h u sband of actress 
Carole Karabian, wh o was freed 
Th u rsd ay ; Th omas Patrick Ph alen, 29, 
a San Francisco electronics specialist 
wh o h ad been working for th e State 
Department in th e Mid d le East, and 
th ese oth ers not fu rth er id entified : 
Eric Weiss, Mr. J. Cald well, Mr. 
Alterejos, Mr. G. Sand s, Mr. J. Ch u nce 
and Mr. W. McLean. 
Congress Can't Agree 
On Abortion Issue 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A d ecision 
on wh en tax money sh ou ld pay for 
abortions continu es to elu d e a 
congressional committee set u p to 
work ou t d ifferences between th e 
Hou se and Senate. 
Hou se conferees on Frid ay rejected 
a Senate proposal th at wou ld h av e 
ex pand ed fed eral pay ments for 
abortions wh ile av oid ing th e con­ 
trov ersial “med ical necessity " clau se 
th at many members of th e Hou se h ad 
objected to. 
Disagreement among th e Hou se 
conferees prev ented th em from of­ 
fering a cou nterproposal. 
Wh ile some of th e Hou se d elegation, 
inclu d ing its ch airman, Rep. Daniel 
Flood , D-Pa., pu t togeth er an offer th at 
essentially restates th e cu rrent law, at 
least one oth er member said h e felt th e 
rejected Senate proposal h ad been "on 
th e righ t track.” 
Rep. Lou is Stokes, DOh io, said h e 
cou ld su pport th e Senate compromise 
offer if it was mod ified . 
Th e Flood proposal wou ld restrict 
gov ernment pay ments for abortions to 
cases in wh ich a woman’s life wou ld be 
th reatened by a fu ll-term pregnancy . 
Th is is th e position th e Hou se h as taken 
in th e conference committee, now in its 
th ird month of d eliberations. 
Th e Senate plan, offered by its ch ief 
negotiator, Sen. Warren G. Magnu son, 
D-Wash ., called for fed eral pay ments 
wh en a pregnancy carried th e d anger 
of

Th e rejected Senate plan wou ld h av e 
allowed pay ments for abortions in 
cases of forceable rape or incest, bu t 
wou ld not h av e cov ered instances of 
statu tory rape. 
Sex u al intercou rse with a minor is 
consid ered statu tory rape. 
Some of th e conference committee 
members h av e said th ey feared 
wid espread frau d u nless th e prov ision 
was limited to forceable rape. 
Th e d isagreement h ad th reatened to 
tie u p money for two of th e largest 
fed eral agencies u ntil officials said 
Th u rsd ay th ey wou ld continu e to 
process ch ecks for welfare recipients. 
Th e abortion measu re is an amend ­ 
ment to a $60 .3-billion appropriation 
for th e d epartments of Labor and 
Health , Ed u cation and Welfare. 
Yet th e conferees’ continu ed d ispu te 
means th at — starting tod ay — th e 
agencies mu st cu rtail grants, con­ 
tracts, trav el and ad ministrativ e 
ex penses. 
And , u nless th e committee strikes a 
compromise soon, employ es of th e two 
d epartments will get only partial 
pay ch ecks Oct. 18. Ch ecks d u e th en 
will cov er only one week, instead of th e 
normal two, u nless th e abortion 
d ispu te is settled . 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Th e Carter 
ad ministration, retreating from its 
prev iou s position, now say s it is con­ 
sid ering qu otas on imported steel to 
h elp ailing American manu factu rers. 
“ It’s a 
new 
ballgam e,” 
th e 
Presid ent's special trad e represen­ 
tativ e, Robert S. Strau ss, said Frid ay 
after th e Beth leh em Steel Corp. an­ 
nou nced it wou ld lay off 2,500 salaried 
employ es th is month . 
Th e annou ncement by Beth leh em 
Steel brings to 18,000 th e nu mber of 
ind u stry lay offs annou nced in th e last 
two month s. Th e company said its 
lay offs resu lted from rising imports, 
slu ggish d emand and falling profits. 
Alth ou gh Strau ss said th e ad ­ 
ministration is “sensitiv e to people 
wh o find th eir liv es d islocated ,” h e 
ad d ed th at import qu otas alone wou ld 
not solv e th e problems th at th reaten to 
giv e th e ind u stry its worst y ear since 
1971. 
"It’s a v ery complex problem," 
Strau ss said . “ And it requ ires looking 
at a great many th ings. Foreign ex ­ 
ports play a significant role, bu t not 
th e entire role. May be th ey are 25 or 30 
per cent of th e problem.” 
Strau ss said an interagency task 
force Presid ent Carter annou nced 
Th u rsd ay will “ex amine th e wh ole 
gamu t" of th e problem. “Pm not 
preju d icing any th ing." 
Th e task force, h ead ed by Anth ony 
Solomon, u nd ersecretary of th e 
Treasu ry , will ex plore all of th e in­ 
d u stry ’s problems, Carter said at h is 
news conference. 
Howev er, Strau ss, wh o h old s th e 
rank of ambassad or, d ownplay ed 
pu blish ed reports th at an import qu ota 
plan is alread y before th e task force. 
“Th ey h av en’t ev en met,” h e said . 
He assu red th e steel prod u cers, 
wh ose profits were d own 60 per cent in 
th e first h alf of 1977 from th e y ear

NEW YORK (AP) - Su pplies of 
some non-perish able consu mer good s 
are ex pected to begin d wind ling if a 
strike by 50,000 Atlantic and Gu lf coast 
longsh oremen stretch es into nex t 
week. 
Th e longsh oremen, wh o h av e 
d emand ed job secu rity and protection 
of benefit fu nd s, walked off th eir jobs 
Frid ay nigh t wh en a th ree-y ear con­ 
tract ex pired at mid nigh t. 


Th e lead ersh ip of th e International 
Longsh oremen’s Association, AFL- 
CIO, called for a walkou t against 
h and ling only containerized cargo, 
ex empting perish able and military 
cargo, and nig affecting conv entional 
freigh ters 
or 
passenger 
sh ips. 
Ix Higsh oremen d o not h and le tankers. 
Bu t in New Orleans — th e nation's 
largest port after New York — d ock 
workers v oted Frid ay nigh t to ex tend 
th eir strike to bu lk and oth er cargo 
sh ips. 
Good s sh ipped in v an-sized con­ 
tainers inclu d e certain food , cloth ing, 
alcoh olic 
bev erages 
and 
some 
au tomobiles. Containerized cargo 
makes u p abou t two-th ird s of th e 
bu siness mov ing th rou gh a major port. 


Most large containersh ips pu t ou t to 
sea Frid ay nigh t to av oid being 
trapped in port by th e strike. 
Th e strike was annou nced by I LA 
Presid ent Th omas W. Gleason six 
h ou rs before th reey ear master and 
local contracts ex pired . Th e last 
contracts were th e first since World 
War II th at h ad been reach ed with ou t a 
strike. 
Th e strike’s impact cou ld increase 
becau se of a job th reat th at h as allied 
th e I LA and 60,000 members of th e 
i nd e pe nd e nt 
I nt e r na t i ona l 
Longsh oremen's and Wareh ou semen’s 
Union on th e West Coast. 
Last month , th e two u nions signed a 
mu tu al aid agreement u nd er wh ich th e 
ILWU promised to respect I LA picket 
lines set u p at Pacific piers serv icing 
v essels of containersh ip companies 
stru ck by th e I LA. 
Th e strike cou ld be sh ort if Sou th ern 
sh ipping associations agree to sh are 
th e bu rd en of financing income 
gu arantees for longsh oremen, mostly 
in th e North , mad e jobless by con- 
tainerization.

associations h av e mad e no su ch 
gu arantees.

Abou rezk, D-S.D., are read y to con­ 
tinu e th eir stalling action for "anoth er

By th at v ote, th e Senate d eclined for 
th e th ird time in two weeks to scrap an 
ind u stry backed plan to free natu ral 
gas from price controls. 


Deregu laUon proponents v iewed it 
as an important v ictory since th e 
alternativ e th is time was not ev en 
Presid ent Carter’s proposal bu t a 
watered d own “compromise" v ersion.

KALAPANA, Hawaii (AP) — A riv er 
of red h ot lav a from Kilau ea Volcano 
inch ed toward th is ev acu ated coastal 
v illage, and th reatened to d estroy a 
Cath olic ch u rch and 18 of th e com­ 
mu nity ’s 5ft h omes. 
Dr. Jack Lockwood , a scientist at th e 
Hawaiian Volcano Observ atory at th e 
scene, said th e 1,000-foot-wid e, six - 
inch -d eep stream of lav a was ex pected 
to begin passing th rou gh th e v illage 
and into th e sea sometime tod ay . 
Scientists said th e h istoric Star of th e 
Sea Cath olic Ch u rch and th e h omes in 
th e lav a’s path were d oomed , bu t it 
appeared th e v illage’s oth er bu ild ings 
wou ld be spared . 
Some resid ents wh o retu rned briefly 
Frid ay to feed th eir animals, and 
water th eir trees got a close-u p v iew of 
th e stream. 
“Th e green trees literally are ex ­ 
plod ing,” said one resid ent watch ing 
from th e second -story porch of h is 
h ome as th e flow mov ed d own th e 
forested h ills. 
Scientists origru ally ex pected th e 
lav a to reach Kalapana Frid ay af­ 
ternoon, bu t its flow was slowed by a 
series of gu llies, cou nty Civ il Defense 
officials said . 
Nine miles away , h igh on th e slopes 
of Kilau ea v olcano, sh eets of molten 
lav a continu ed to spou t u p to 200 feet in 
th e air. Th e temperatu re of th e lav a 
h as been measu red at 1,800 d egrees 
Fah renh eit. 
Th e eru ption, in an area known as 
th e east rift zone, began 18 d ay s ago 


and h as continu ed sporad ically . Th e 
latest activ ity resu med Mond ay . 
Ev acu ation 
of 
Kalapana’s 
50 
families began Th u rsd ay . Many of 
th em h av e left th eir h omes in th e past 
to escape eru ptions, tid al wav es and 
earth qu akes. 
Lockwood said observ atory in­ 
stru ments continu e to sh ow strong 
u nd ergrou nd mov ements of lav a, 
ind icating th ere wou ld be no im­ 
med iate end to th e eru ption. 
Th e spectacu lar y ellow-orange 
fou ntains being th rown u p by th e 
v olcano are in an area inaccessible to, 
and ou t of v iew of th e pu blic. 
Th e ch u rch and most h omes in th e 
commu nity are nearly bare, fu rnitu re 
and oth er belongings h av ing been 
h au led away . Propane gas tanks th at 
serv e most h ou seh old s were tru cked to 
a safe area fiv e miles away . 
Many of th e men of Kalapana 
retu rned after seeing th eir wiv es and 
ch ild ren safely h ou sed with relativ es, 
friend s or at th e emergency center. 
Meanwh ile, 20 miles away , a U.S. 
Coast Gu ard plane spotted th e 
wreckage of a single-engine airplane 
reported missing Th u rsd ay . Two 
bod ies were fou nd near th e wreckage. 
Th e fliers were believ ed to h av e been 
sigh tseers wh o tried to fly ov er th e 
fiery scene. 
Th e last major eru ption on th e island 
of Hawaii came at Mau na Loa two 
y ears ago. Kilau ea and Mau na Loa are 
th e last two activ e v olcanoes in th e 
island s.

It represents the 
highest degree of cooperation between 
the two cochairmen of the Geneva 
peace conference since it convened 
briefly in December 1973 following the 
last Arab-Israeli war. 
Terms of the proposal were not 
revealed. Informed speculation was 
that its strategy centered on per­ 
suading Israel to permit Palestinians 
linked to the Palestine Liberation 
Organization but not widely identified 
with it to be seated at the Geneva 
conference. 
With Gromyko at his side, Vance told 
reporters at the United Nations, “Both 
of us believe very strongly that we 
should use our utmost effort to bring 
about a convening of the Geneva 
conference before the end of the year.” 
Success of the plan depends on 
Washington’s ability to sell it to Israel, 
which has repeatedly refused to deal 


with the PLO, and Moscow’s ability to 
persuade Syria, a staunch PLO 
champion, to accept a compromise. 
After his talks with Gromyko, Vance 
met with Israeli Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan. U.S. State Department 
spokesman Hodding Carter said those 
discussions were continuing and he 
could not “go into specifics on what 
was said.” Dayan said he would see 
Vance again next week. 
The PLO issued a statement at the 
United Nations saying its represen­ 
tation of all Palestinians “is non- 
compromisable and not subject to 
discussion.” 
The U.S. effort to reconvene the 
peace conference by Christmas con­ 
tinued with a breakfast meeting today 
between Vance and Foreign Minister 
Hasan Ibrahim of Jordan. 
The Palestinian issue has been the 
principal roadblock to reconvening a 
peace conference this year. President 
Carter called Thursday for “adequate 
Palestinian representation” and said 
the PLO “represents certainly a 
substantial part of the Palestinians.” 
But Carter noted that there are other 
possible representatives who are not 
members of the PLO who could 
represent Palestinian interests.

Hijackers Refuse 
To Release Hostages 


DACCA, Bangladesh (AP) — The 
Japanese government delivered $6 
million and six prisoners to Dacca 
airport today, but the hijackers who 
had demanded them refused to free all 
141 hostages from a Japanese jetliner. 
The masked terrorists, members of 
the ultra-leftist Japanese Bed Army, 
told Bangladesh negotiators they 
would free 58 hostages but keep 83 
others to ensure safe arrival at another 
destination. 
The Foreign Ministry in Tokyo said 
the hijackers wanted to go to “a small, 
distant, revolutionary state which is 
friendly to us,” possibly Libya or South 
Yemen. There was no indication, 
however, whether any government 
had agreed to accept them. 
The hijackers commandeered the 
Japan Air Lines DC8 jet Wednesday 
over India on a flight from Paris to 
Tokyo. Japan agreed to meet their 
demands for the ransom money and 
nine Japanese prisoners, but three 
prisoners refused to go. 
A JAL DC8 jet carrying 60,000 U.S. 
$100 bills, six prisoners and 6.6 tons of 
food, medical supplies and clothing 
arrived here from Tokyo at 11:27 a.m. 
(1:27 a.m. EDT) — nearly 76 hours 
after the hijacking. 
Foreign Minister Tabarok Hossain 
and Air Vice Marshal Abdul Gaffar 
Mahmud, 
who 
is 
leading 
the 
negotiations, met the ransom jet and 
returned to the control tower with 
seven Japanese officials who flew here 
on it. The prisoners and money 
remained aboard. 
Foreign Ministry officials in Tokyo 
said the hijackers had agreed to 


release Indians and Pakistanis, 
women and children passengers of 
other nationalities and four sick men 
from Japan and Australia when their 
demands were met. 
But JAL officials said there were 
more than 58 such passengers on the 
plane. 
Nine American men and one 
American woman were aboard. Most 
of the hostages are Japanese. 
Bangladesh authorities insisted on 
the release of all the passengers, but a 
hijacker replied: 
“There is an order from the 
Japanese Red Army leaders. It is not 
important for us to release passengers 
but to obey orders. Our operations will 
continue until we receive a guarantee 
of safety from the regime at the 
destination.” 
Japanese officials said a released 
passenger identified one of the 
hijackers as Norio Sasaki, 29, a Red 
Army radical who bombed several 
Tokyo offices in 1974. He was released 
from prison the next year on the 
demand of terrorists who had occupied 
the U.S. Embassy in Malaysia.

John Gabriel of Montebello, Calif., his 
wife; former California Assemblyman 
Walter Karabian, husband of actress 
Carole Karabian, who was freed 
Thursday; Thomas Patrick Phalen, 29, 
a San Francisco electronics specialist 
who had been working for the State 
Department in the Middle East, and 
these others not further identified:

Congress Can't Agree 
On Abortion Issue 
WASHINGTON (AP) - A decision 
on when tax money should pay for 
abortions continues to elude a 
congressional committee set up to 
work out differences between the 
House and Senate. 
House conferees on Friday rejected 
a Senate proposal that would have 
expanded federal payments for 
abortions while avoiding the con­ 
troversial “medical necessity" clause 
that many members of the House had 
objected to. 
Disagreement among the House 
conferees prevented them from of­ 
fering a counterproposal. 
While some of the House delegation, 
including its chairman, Rep. Daniel 
Flood, D-Pa., put together an offer that 
essentially restates the current law, at 
least one other member said he felt the 
rejected Senate proposal had been “on 
the right track.” 
Rep. Louis Stokes, D-Ohio, said he 
could support the Senate compromise 
offer if it was modified. 
The Flood proposal would restrict 
government payments for abortions to 
cases in which a woman’s life would be 
threatened by a full-term pregnancy. 
This is the position the House has taken 
in the conference committee, now in its 
third month of deliberations. 
The Senate plan, offered by its chief 
negotiator, Sen. Warren G. Magnuson, 
D-Wash., called for federal payments 
when a pregnancy carried the danger

damage” to a woman or a fetus. 
The rejected Senate plan would have 
allowed payments for abortions in 
cases of forceable rape or incest, but 
would not have covered instances of 
statutory rape. 
Sexual intercourse with a minor is 
considered statutory rape. 
Some of the conference committee 
members have said they feared 
widespread fraud unless the provision 
was limited to forceable rape. 
The disagreement had threatened to 
tie up money for two of the largest 
federal agencies until officials said 
Thursday they would continue to 
process checks for welfare recipients. 
The abortion measure is an amend­ 
ment to a 860.3-billion appropriation 
for the departments of Labor and 
Health, Education and Welfare. 
Yet the conferees’ continued dispute 
means that — starting today — the 
agencies must curtail grants, con­ 
tracts, travel and administrative 
expenses. 
And, unless the committee strikes a 
compromise soon, employes of the two 
departments will get only partial 
paychecks Oct. 18. Checks due then 
will cover only one week, instead of the 
normal two, unless the abortion 
dispute is settled. 
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WASHINGTON (AP) — The Carter 
administration, retreating from its 
previous position, now says it is con­ 
sidering quotas on imported steel to 
help ailing American manufacturers. 
“ Ifs a new ballgame,’’ the 
President’s special trade represen­ 
tative, Robert S. Strauss, said Friday 
after the Bethlehem Steel Corp. an­ 
nounced it would lay off 2,500 salaried 
employes this month. 
The announcement by Bethlehem 
Steel brings to 18,000 the number of 
industry layoffs announced in the last 
two months. The company said its 
layoffs resulted from rising imports, 
sluggish demand and falling profits. 
Although Strauss said the ad­ 
ministration is “sensitive to people 
who find their lives dislocated,” he 
added that import quotas alone would 
not solve the problems that threaten to 
give the industry its worst year since 
1971. 
“It’s a very complex problem,” 
Strauss said. “And it requires looking 
at a great many things. Foreign ex­ 
ports play a significant role, but not 
the entire role. Maybe they are 25 or 30 
per cent of the problem.” 
Strauss said an interagency task 
force President Carter announced 
Thursday will “examine the whole 
gamut” of the problem. ‘Tm not 
prejudicing anything.” 
The task force, headed by Anthony 
Solomon, undersecretary of the 
Treasury, will explore all of the in­ 
dustry’s problems, Carter said at his 
news conference. 
However, Strauss, who holds the 
rank of ambassador, downplayed 
published reports that an import quota 
plan is already before the task force. 
“They haven’t even met,” he said. 
He assured the steel producers, 
whose profits were down 60 per cent in 
the first half of 1977 from the year 
Longshoremen 
O n Strike 
NEW YORK (AP) - Supplies of 
some non-perishable consumer goods 
are expected to begin dwindling if a 
strike by 50,000 Atlantic and Gulf coast 
longshoremen stretches into next 
week. 
The longshoremen, who have 
demanded job security and protection 
of benefit funds, walked off their jobs 
Friday night when a three-year con­ 
tract expired at midnight. 


The leadership of the International 
Longshoremen’s Association, AFL- 
CIO, called for a walkout against 
handling only containerized cargo, 
exempting perishable and military 
cargo, and not affecting conventional 
freighters or 
passenger 
ships. 
Longshoremen do not handle tankers. 
But in New Orleans — the nation’s 
largest port after New York — dock 
workers voted Friday night to extend 
their strike to bulk and other cargo 
ships. 
Goods shipped in van-sized con­ 
tainers include certain food, clothing, 
alcoholic 
beverages 
and 
some 
automobiles. Containerized cargo 
makes up about two-thirds of the 
business moving through a major port. 
Most large containerships put out to 
sea Friday night to avoid being 
trapped in port by the strike. 
TTie strike was announced by ILA 
President Thomas W. Gleason six 
hours before threeyear master and 
local contracts expired. The last 
contracts were the first since World 
War II that had been reached without a 
strike. 
The strike’s impact could increase 
because of a job threat that has allied 
the ILA and 60,000 members of the 
i n d e p e n d e n t 
I n t e r n a t i o n a l 
Longshoremen's and Warehousemen’s 
Union on the West Coast. 
Last month, the two unions signed a 
mutual aid agreement under which the 
ILWU promised to respect ILA picket 
lines set up at Pacific piers servicing 
vessels of containership companies 
struck by the ILA. 
The strike could be short if Southern 
shipping associations agree to share 
the burden of financing income 
guarantees for longshoremen, mostly 
in the North, made jobless by con­ 
tainerization. So far, Southern 
associations have made no such 
guarantees. 
The problem of getting the Northern 
ports together on a “job security” plan 
acceptable to Gleason has eluded 
James J. Dickman, president of the 
Council of North Atlantic Shipping 
Associations, which represents ports 
from Maine through Virginia.

Dumping is the practice of selling a 
product abroad at artificially low 
prices.

Dem Leaders Ready To Throw 
In Towel On Senate Filibuster 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Senate 
Democratic leaders are ready to throw 
in the towel after a major new setback 
for President Carter’s plan to keep 
price controls on natural gas. 
But two senators waging a filibuster 
say they’ll keep on fighting for it 
despite the odds. 
Sen. Howard H. Metzenbaum, D- 
Ohio, said he and Sen. 
James 
Abourezk, D-S.D., are ready to con­ 
tinue their stalling action for “another 
week, IO days, maybe even two weeks’ ’ 
despite a 50-44 defeat in the Senate for 


the administration on Friday. 
By that vote, the Senate declined for 
the third time in two weeks to scrap an 
industry backed plan to free natural 
gas from price controls. 


Deregulation proponents viewed it 
as an important victory since the 
alternative this time was not even 
President Carter’s proposal but a 
watered down “compromise” version. 
The compromise had been proposed 
by Senate Majority Leader Robert C. 
Byrd and the energy committee 
River O f Lava Threatens 
Hawaiian Coastal Village 


KALAPANA, Hawaii (AP) — A river 
of red hot lava from Kilauea Volcano 
inched toward this evacuated coastal 
village, and threatened to destroy a 
Catholic church and 18 of the com­ 
munity’s 5Q homes. 
Dr. Jack Lockwood, a scientist at the 
Hawaiian Volcano Observatory at the 
scene, said the 1,000-foot-wide, six- 
inch-deep stream of lava was expected 
to begin passing through the village 
and into the sea sometime today. 
Scientists said the historic Star of the 
Sea Catholic Church and the homes in 
the lava’s path were doomed, but it 
appeared the village’s other buildings 
would be spared. 
Some residents who returned briefly 
Friday to feed their animals, and 
water their trees got a close-up view of 
the stream. 
“The green trees literally are ex­ 
ploding,” said one resident watching 
from the second-story porch of his 
home as the flow moved down the 
forested hills. 
Scientists originally expected the 
lava to reach Kalapana Friday af­ 
ternoon, but its flow was slowed by a 
series of gullies, county Civil Defense 
officials said. 
Nine miles away, high on the slopes 
of Kilauea volcano, sheets of molten 
lava continued to spout up to 200 feet in 
the air. Tile temperature of the lava 
has been measured at 1,800 degrees 
Fahrenheit 
The eruption, in an area known as 
the east rift zone, began 18 days ago 


and has continued sporadically. The 
latest activity resumed Monday. 
Evacuation of Kalapana’s 50 
families began Thursday. Many of 
them have left their homes in the past 
to escape eruptions, tidal waves and 
earthquakes. 
Lockwood said observatory in­ 
struments continue to show strong 
underground movements of lava, 
indicating there would be no im­ 
mediate end to the eruption. 
The spectacular yellow-orange 
fountains being thrown up by the 
volcano are in an area inaccessible to, 
and out of view of the public. 
The church and most homes in the 
community are nearly bare, furniture 
and other belongings having been 
hauled away. Propane gas tanks that 
serve most households were trucked to 
a safe area five miles away. 
Many of the men of Kalapana 
returned after seeing their wives and 
children safely housed with relatives, 
friends or at the emergency center 
Meanwhile, 20 miles away, a U.S. 
Coast Guard plane spotted the 
wreckage of a single-engine airplane 
reported missing Thursday. Two 
bodies were found near the wreckage. 
The fliers were believed to have been 
sightseers who tried to fly over the 
fiery scene. 
The last major eruption on the island 
of Hawaii came at Mauna U>a two 
years ago. Kilauea and Mauna Ixia are 
the last two active volcanoes in the 
islands.

What do y o u kno w abo ut insulatio n? 
Do y o u need insulatio n? Do y o u need to 
add mo re to what y o u hav e? 
Ro ger

that will help y o u decide the answers to 
these questio ns. 
All building materials hav e so me 
insulatio n v alue, but the term in­ 
sulatio n generally refers to pro ducts 
designed primarily fo r this purpo se, 
Miller say s. Insulatio n helps keep heat 
in the building during co ld weather and 
helps keep heat o ut in ho t weather. 
There is no ideal o r perfect in­ 
sulatio n that is best fo r all ap­ 
plicatio ns. 
Fo r ex ample, 
so me 
materials may be well suited fo r in­ 
sulating walls o r ceilings in new 
co nstructio n but co uld no t be used fo r 
insulating ex isting buildings. The 
v ario us fo rms o f insulatio n are rigid, 
blanket, batt, fo amed-in-place and 
lo o se fill. 
The insulating v alue o f v ario us 
materials can be co mpared by their 
thermal resistance, say s Miller. 
Thermal resistance is co mmo nly 
called the “ R” v alue. The "R" v alue 
indicates the ability o f the material to 


resist the transfer o r passage o f heat. 
The higher the “ R" v alue, the better 
the insulatio n. 


Published “ R" v alues may be fo r a 
o ne inch thickness o f material, o r fo r 
the to tal thickness o f a material. The 
“ R” to tals are added to gether to get 
the to tal insulatio n v alue. Fo r 
ex ample, 6 inches o f v ermiculite at R 
2.2 per inch equals 13.2. Six inches o f 
cellulo se at R 3.7 per inch equals 22.2. 
The to tal R o f 22,2 pro v ides a greater 
resistance to the passage o f heat then 
the R o f 13.2. 
Adding insulatio n to a ho use will 
increase the resistance to heat flo w 
and reduce the fuel used per seaso n.

Occasio nally , so me are pro v ided 
separate liv ing quarters o n o r near 
their ho st farm. 
While o n ho st farms, trainees earn 
co mpensatio n. This co mpensatio n 
do es no t accure directly to the 
trainees, but is fo rwarded to the 4-H 


Co uncil to co v er pro gram ex penses 
(transpo rtatio n, in-serv ice training, 
administratio n, etc.). At the co n­ 
clusio n o f this pro gram funds in ex cess 
o f pro gram ex penses are div ided 
pro po rtio nally amo ng trainees who 
co mplete the pro gram. 
The rate o f co mpensatio n fo r 1977 is 
$340 per mo nth. Of this amo unt, the 
ho st farmer giv es 56 5.00 per mo nth to 
the trainee as a spending allo wance. 
The remaining $275.00 is sent to the 4-H 
Co uncil to be credited to the trainee’s 
acco unt. 
Ho sts pro v ide free ro o m and bo ard 
in additio n to the mo nthly co m­ 
pensatio n. A fo o d allo wance is 
pro v ided by ho sts in cases where 
trainees liv e apart fro m the ho st 
family and do their o wn co o king. 
Co o perativ e Ex tensio n Serv ice 
perso nnel o ften assist in lo cating ho st 
farms, help with in-serv ice training 
and enco urage trainees to participate 
in 4-H and co mmunity activ ities. 
The United States Departments o f 
State and Agriculture also take an 
interest in the pro gram, while sev eral 
educatio nal institutio ns help co o r­ 
dinate in-serv ice training.

Cornpickers May Make Comeback

The o ld co mpicker gathering dust in 
the back o f the to o l shed may so o n see 
the light o f day and be put back into 
actio n, say s F.L. Herum, Agricultural 
Engineer fo r the Ohio Agricultural 
Research and Dev elo pment Center 
(OARDC). 
Since many o f y estery ear’s o ld 
co mpicker mo dels do n’t hav e the 
capacity fo r to day ’s large farming 
o peratio ns, large multi-ro w pickers 
may be dev elo ped. The reaso n, Herum 
say s, is that many hav e co me to the 
realizatio n that field shelling o f co m 
with the large self-pro pelled co mbines 
is no t alway s the best way to harv est 
co m! 
Herum lists sev eral reaso ns why he 
sees a resurgence o f the co mpicker 
where the co m is harv ested o n the ear 
fo r natural dry ing in cribs. Co m 
quality is o ne. Scientists no w kno w fo r 
sure that field shelling at high 
mo isture and then artificial dry ing at 
high temperatures hav e a v ery 
detrimental effect o n the mechanical 
strength o f co m kernels. 
It is apparent that stress cracks 
pro duced by dry ing after shelling are 
respo nsible fo r a majo r po rtio n o f the 
mechanical damage which co m suf­ 
fers 
in 
co mmercial 
handling. 
Ho wev er, Herum say s research sho ws 
that co m dried prio r to shelling has 
less tendency to dev elo p stress cracks. 
The co b appears to pro v ide so me mo re 
mo isture, which also must 
be 
remo v ed, reducing the kemal dry ing 
rate and the number o f stress cracks. 
The classic argument against the 
return o f the co mpicker is that shelled 
co m is so much easier to handle than 


ear co m (it flo ws easier) and takes up 
o nly half as much space to sto re. 
Herum admits this is true, but mainly 
because current techno lo gy has been 
geared to handle shelled co m. He 
co unters that the mechanical kno w­ 
ho w to handle ear co m, almo st as 
easily as shelled co m, has been 
av ailable fo r the last 20 y ears. 


In any switch to ear co m harv esting, 
ho wev er, Herum say s the majo r 
reaso n will be equipment co st and 
energy sho rtages, no t co m quality ! 
The big co m shelling co mbines no w 
co st $35,000 plus. Co mpared this to the 
less mechanically co mplicated co m­ 
picker, which co uld pro bably sell fo r 
less than a fo urth as much if it were 
manufactured again. 


Ano ther majo r co st is the dry er. 
Herum say s a dry er can tie up a lo t o f 
capital, co nsidering it is o nly used 3 to 
4 weeks o ut o f ev ery y ear. Farmers in 
so me parts o f the co untry may be 
fo rced back to ear co m harv esting 
because o f the energy crunch. Herum 
sees the “ ro o f falling in” o n artificial 
dry ing because o f pro pane and natural 
gas sho rtage po ssibilities in the near 
future. 
Mo ist ear co m sto res much better 
than mo ist shelled co m — and lo nger. 
So lar energy is easily applied fo r 
dry ing ear co m, but so lar heat isn’t 
generally co llected fast eno ugh to do 
the mo re rapid dry ing needed fo r 
shelled co m. 
Ano ther adv antage to ear co m 
harv esting is an increasing demand 
fo r the co bs themselv es. So me 
elev ato rs are already pay ing a 
premium fo r co bs, which are being 
used at increasing rates as bio ­ 
degradable inert fillers fo r a ho st o f 


chemical pro ducts and co mmercial 
abrasiv es. 
It may ev en be feasible to bum the 
co bs to dry the co m. Herum say s the 
co bs fro m o ne-half o f o ne batch o f co m 
can pro v ide the energy to dry the nex t 
batch. Tests fo r using co bs fo r co m 
dry ing are currently being made at 
sev eral lo catio ns in the midwest. 
At present, 70 per cent o f the co m 
harv ested in Ohio (and 95 per cent in 
states further west) is shelled in the 
field and artificially dried. These 
percentages may well start to slip 
to ward ear co m harv est in light o f the 
abo v e arguments.

Fertilizing Shrubs 
Fertilize shrubs at least o nce a y ear 
to keep them healthy and gro wing. Fo r 
deciduo us shrubs, use a 5-10-5,104-4,8 - 
8-8 o r equiv alent analy sis fertilizer at 
the rate o f 2-4 po unds per 100 square 
feet o f bed area. Aro und narro wleaf 
ev ergreens, use 10-8 -4, 5-10-5 o r 
equiv alent at rate o f 2-4 po unds per 100 
square feet o r * to 1 po und per large 
shrub. Fo r bro adleaf ev ergreens, use 
5-l(W, 4-12-4 o r o ther specially fo r­ 
mulated bro adleaf ev ergreen fertilizer 
at 2-4 po unds per 100 square feet o f bed 
area. The amo unt may be split into 2 
applicatio ns. Apply o ne in early spring 
and the seco nd after flo wering. 
Lawn s 
Make final fertilizer applicatio n o n 
lawn, if y o u hav en't already do ne so . 
This last applicatio n o f the y ear feeds 
the ro o t sy stem during the winter, but 
waiting to o late to apply it can result in 
o ther pro blems. Late applicatio ns can 
cause the grass to gro w v igo ro usly , 
making it succulent go ing into the 
winter. Succulent, tender grass can be 
damaged by the first hard freeze. 
No rmally , an applicatio n no w will feed 
the ro o t sy stem, but any new tender 
gro wth will hav e time to harden o ff 
befo re hard freezes. 
Spring Flo wering Bulbs 
Flo wering bulbs are useful in the 
landscape because they blo o m at a 
time when few o ther plants are in 
blo o m. They are also hardy and 
require minimum o f care. 
Fo r best results, plant flo wering 
bulbs in gro ups to pro duce a mass o f 
co lo r. Fo llo wing are bulb names, 
planting depth (inches), height plant 
will gro w (inches), and blo o m time: 
Anemo ne (Windflo wer), plant 2 inches 
deep, height 5-12 inches, blo o ms March 
o r April; Cro cus, 3 inches, height 4-5 
inches, late February o r early March; 
Muscari (Grape Hy acinth), 3-4 inches, 
6 -8 inches high, mid April; Hy acinth 
(small bulbs), 3-4 inches, (large 
bulbs), 5-6 inches, height 6-12 inches, 
April; Narcissus (Daffo dil), 4-6 inches, 
height 3-20 inches, March and April; 
and Tulip, 4-8 inches, height 3-36 in­ 
ches, April and May . 
Plant bulbs in a well-prepared and 
well-drained so il, preferably in a 
sunny lo catio n. Witho ut so il test 
results, apply 1-V4 to 2 po unds o f 5-104 
o r 8-16-16 o r equiv alent analy sis fer­ 
tilizer to each 100 square feet o f bed 
area and wo rk well into the to p 8-12 
inches o f so il. One po und o f fertilizer is 
abo ut two ro unded cupfuls. Bulb 
setters o r tro wels are useful in plant­ 
ing bulbs.

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Insulation Saves Energy, Dollars

What do you know about insulation? 
Do you need insulation? Do you need to 
add more to what you have? 
Roger 
Miller, 
Extension 
Agricultural Engineer at The Ohio 
State University, has some pointers 
that will help you decide the answers to 
these questions. 
All building materials have some 
insulation value, but the term in­ 
sulation generally refers to products 
designed primarily for this purpose, 
Miller says. Insulation helps keep heat 
in the building during cold weather and 
helps keep heat out in hot weather. 
There is no ideal or perfect in­ 
sulation that is best for all ap­ 
plications. 
For 
example, 
some 
materials may be well suited for in­ 
sulating walls or ceilings in new 
construction but could not be used for 
insulating existing buildings. The 
various forms of insulation are rigid, 
blanket, batt, foamed-in-place and 
loose fill. 
The insulating value of various 
materials can be compared by their 
thermal resistance, says Miller. 
Thermal resistance is commonly 
called the “R” value. The “R” value 
indicates the ability of the material to 


resist the transfer or passage of heat. 
The higher the “R” value, the better 
the insulation. 


Published “R” values may be for a 
one inch thickness of material, or for 
the total thickness of a material. The 
“R" totals are added together to get 
the total insulation value. For 
example, 6 inches of vermiculite at R 
2.2 per inch equals 13.2. Six inches of 
cellulose at R 3.7 per inch equals 22.2. 
The total R of 22.2 provides a greater 
resistance to the passage of heat then 
the R of 13.2. 
Adding insulation to a house will 
increase the resistance to heat flow 
and reduce the fuel used per season. 
Miller says the approximate heat loss 
through IOO square feet of non­ 
insulated ceiling (R 1.5) is equal to 
about 61 gallons of oil per average 
heating season. The heat loss through 
IOO square feet of insulated ceiling (R 
40) is equal to about 3 gallons of oil per 
heating season. 
R values given here for basic types 
of insulation are approximate or 
within range. The exact R value can 
vary due to a difference in the tem­ 
perature, density 
and material 
structure. Some materials have a 
difference in rating when used in the 
wall as compared to their use in the 


ceiling. R values are usually indicated 
on the product or package by the 
manufacturer. 
Some of the more commonly used 
insulation materials and their R value 
per inch of thickness are as follows: 
Loose fill (blown and poured) - Mineral 
fiber (rock, slag or glass), 3.0 to 3.3; 
Celulose (milled paper or wood pulp), 
3.7; Wood fiber, softwoods, 3.3; 
Perlite, expanded, 2.7; Vermiculite, 
expanded, 2.3. 


Blanket and Batt - Mineral fiber 
(rock, slag or glass, 3.0-3.7. 
Rigid (boards and slabs) - Mineral 
fiberboard, wet felted, acoustical tile, 
2.7; Mineral fiber with resin binder, 
3.5; Glass fiber, organic bonded, 4.0; 
Expanded polystyrene (poly foam 
boards or slabs should not be left ex­ 
posed to occupied areas), molded 
beads, 3.6; Expanded polystyrene, 
extruded 
plain, 
4.0; 
Expanded 
polystyrene, extruded (R-12), 5.0 
Expanded polyurethane (R-ll), 6.3. 
Foam (foamed-in-place), 4.5-5.0. 
Insulation is available with or 
without a vapor barrier. In new con­ 
struction, insulation with the vapor 
barrier attached is commonly used. 
But, a separate vapor barrier of 
plastic film can be placed between the 
insulation and the inside wall, floor or

The 
Hungarian 
Agricultural 
Training Program (HATP) is a 
training 
program 
for 
young 
agriculturists from Hungary. Trainees 
come to the United States for twelve 
months of on-the-job and in-service 
training in agriculture. They are 
assigned to farms in several states 
where they specialize in dairy, beef, 
swine, poultry, sheep, greenhouse or 
fruit-vegetable production. A few are 
assigned to agri-business. 


HATP was instituted in June of 1977. 
The objectives of the program are to: 
— Enable participants to experience 
modem farming while living and 
working with American farm families. 
— Contribute to cross-cultural un­ 
derstanding and friendship between 
the people of Hungary and the United 
States by acquainting participants 
with the culture and traditions of the 
two countries. 


The program is sponsored by the 
University of Agricultural Sciences of 
Godollo, Hungary, operating under the 
Hungarian Ministry of Agriculture. 
HATP is conducted in the United 
States by the National 4-H Council. The 


program has been made possible in 
part by a grant from the International 
Harvester Company. 


The trainees, between 19 and 27 
years of age, are a highly select group 
of young men and women. All are 
pursuing careers in agriculture. Prior 
to leaving Hungary they spend several 
weeks studying the English language 
and American agriculture. After 
arriving in the United States, the 
trainees receive further orientation 
and language study. 


The first group of Hungarian 
trainees (approximately 25) will 
arrive this fall. They will be available 
for assignment to American host 
farms October 15, 1977 to October 15, 
1978. 
The trainees work closely with their . 
American host farmers. They are 
assigned to host farmers under a 
written agreement stipulating con­ 
ditions of training. Ideally trainees 
reside with their host families. 
Occasionally, some are provided 
separate living quarters on or near 
their host farm. 
While on host farms, trainees earn 
compensation. This compensation 
does not secure directly to the 
trainees, but is forwarded to the 4-H 


Council to cover program expenses 
(transportation, in-service training, 
administration, etc.). At the con­ 
clusion of this program funds in excess 
of program expenses are divided 
proportionally among trainees who 
complete the program. 
The rate of compensation for 1977 is 
$340 per month. Of this amount, the 
host farmer gives $65.00 per month to 
the trainee as a spending allowance. 
The remaining $275.00 is sent to the 4-H 
Council to be credited to the trainee’s 
account. 
Hosts provide free room and board 
in addition to the monthly com­ 
pensation. A food allowance is 
provided by hosts in cases where 
trainees live apart from the host 
family and do their own cooking. 
Cooperative Extension Service 
personnel often assist in locating host 
farms, help with in-service training 
and encourage trainees to participate 
in 4-H and community activities. 
The United States Departments of 
State and Agriculture also take an 
interest in the program, while several 
educational institutions help coor­ 
dinate in-service training.

Fertilize shrubs at least once a year 
to keep them healthy and growing. For 
deciduous shrubs, use a 5-10-5,1044,8- 
8-8 or equivalent analysis fertilizer at 
the'rate of 2-4 pounds per IOO square 
feet of bed area. Around narrowleaf 
evergreens, use 10-6-4, 5-10-5 or 
equivalent at rate of 2-4 pounds per IOO 
square feet or V* to I pound per large 
shrub. For broadleaf evergreens, use 
5-10-5, 4-12-4 or other specially for­ 
mulated broadleaf evergreen fertilizer 
at 2-4 pounds per IOO square feet of bed 
area. The amount may be split into 2 
applications. Apply one in early spring 
and the second after flowering. 
Lawns 
Make final fertilizer application on 
lawn, if you haven’t already done so. 
This last application of the year feeds 
the root system during the winter, but 
waiting too late to apply it can result in 
other problems. Late applications can 
cause the grass to grow vigorously, 
making it succulent going into the 
winter. Succulent, tender grass can be 
damaged by the first hard freeze. 
Normally, an application now will feed 
the root system, but any new tender 
growth will have time to harden off 
before hard freezes. 
Spring Flowering Bulbs 
Flowering bulbs are useful in the 
landscape because they bloom at a 
time what few other plants are in 
bloom. They are also hardy and 
require minimum of care. 
For best results, plant flowering 
bulbs in groups to produce a mass of 
color. Following are bulb names, 
planting depth (inches), height plant 
will grow (inches), and bloom time: 
Anemone (Windflower), plant 2 inches 
deep, height 5-12 indies, blooms Mardi 
or April; Crocus, 3 inches, height 4-6 
inches, late February or early March; 
Muscari (Grape Hyacinth), 3 4 inches, 
6-8 inches high, mid April; Hyacinth 
(small 
bulbs),

inches, 
(luge 
bulbs), 5-6 inches, height 6-12 inches, 
April; Narcissus (Daffodil), 4-6 inches, 
height 3-20 indies, March and April; 
and Tulip, 4-6 indies, height 3-36 in­ 
ches, April and Blay. 
Plant bulbs in a well-prepared and 
well-drained soil, preferably in a 
sunny location. Without soil test 
results, apply 1-% to 2 pounds (rf 5-10-5 
or 6-16-16 or equivalent analysis fer­ 
tilizer to each IOO square feet of bed 
area and work well into the top 6-12 
inches of soil. One pound of fertilizer is 
about two rounded cupfuls. 
Bulb 
setters or trowels are useful in plant­ 
ing bulbs.

Consumer prices increased 0.3 per 
cent in August or at a 3.6 per cent 
annual rate. This was the smallest 
month to month increase since last 
November and was the third month in 
a row that the increases had slowed 
giving hope to some slow down of in­ 
flation. On an adjusted basis, the 
overall consumer price index was 183.3 
per cent of the 1967 average, up 6.6 per 
cent from a year earlier. Food prices 
increased 0.4 per cent in August for at 
an annual rate of 4.8 per cent. A 
slowing of the prices in services was 
mainly responsible for the smaller 
increase. Moderate price increase are 
expected in the next few months. 
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Farmers realized net income for 
1977 may be around 819.3 billion 
compared to $20 billion in 1976 and 
$24.3 billion in 1975. Declining grain 
prices mean the crop receipts will be 
down sharply for the year. Lower feed 
prices have meant some increase in 
current income to livestock producers. 
Net income will be down sharply the 
last half of the year. 


Hog and pigs on farms in the 14 
major hog producing states totaled 50 
million head on September I. This was 
3 per cent higher than a year ago. 
Breeding hog numbers of 7.3 million 
were up 8 per cent, while market hogs 
were up 2 per cent. The pig crop for 
March-May was down I per cent, June- 
August was up 9 per cent. Farmers 
said they would have IO per cent more 
sows farrowing in the September- 
November period. Farrowing in­ 
tentions for December-February were 
up ll per cent. Hog prices in the fall 
will decline seasonally but remain 
profitable. Increasing supplies mean 
hog prices in 1978 will be much lower 
severely reducing profitability.

Normal cropland base is the key 
control of any set aside program. 
Designated crops grown for harvest in 
1977 are crucial. Almost every crop 
except pasture, rotation pasture, 
annual forage, grazed out small grain, 
hay land etc. will be a “designated” 
crop. The normal cropland base for 
each farm will be built this fall and 
winter, and once established will be 
difficult to change. Appeal and ad­ 
justment procedures will be provided. 
The reason for the importance: to 
qualify for payments and loan use 
when set asides are in effect, the set 
aside acres plus designated crops may 
not exceed the normal cropland base. 


Set aside requirements on wheat are 
not fully explained yet and, some parts 
are confusing. This is a try to clarify. 
Wheat producers must set aside 20 per 
cent of their seeded wheat acreage to 
qualify for deficiency payments, 
disaster payments and loans. To 
qualify for IOO per cent deficiency 
payments (about 75 cents per bushel) 
on IOO per cent of the 1978 harvested 
acreage, wheat acreage would need be 
reduced 20 per cent from the 1977 
acreage. If a farmer planted IOO acres 
in 1977, the set aside would need be 20 
acres to be eligible for IOO per cent 
payment. But, ‘‘current year” set 
aside provisions means 20 per cent of 
the 1978 acreage. 
So, if the farmer planted 80 acres to 
wheat the set aside would be only 16 
acres. Four acres can be used for 
another crop. In this situation the 
producer would be eligible for 80 per 
cent deficiency payment. Still another 
confusing situation: flexibility is 
allowed permitting producers to in­ 
crease wheat acreage. Let’s assume

The emplo y er co ntributes an 
equal amo unt fo r each em­ 
plo y ee. Beg inning Jan. 1, 1 97 8 , 
the tax ceiling is scheduled to 


rise to 6.05 per cent o n the first 
$1 7 ,7 00 o f earning s. 
Under the leg islatio n ap­ 
pro v ed by the Senate co m­ 
mittee the traditio nal fo rmula 
o f splitting So cial Security 
co sts equally between em­ 
plo y ee and emplo y er wo uld be 
scrapped. The tax rate and 
earning s ceiling wo uld co n­ 
tinue to rise slo wly fo r the 
emplo y ee into future y ears, 
but emplo y ers wo uld be tax ed 
o n the first $1 00,000 o f an 
emplo y ee’s earning s, also at a 
pro g ressiv ely hig her rate. 
Under this fo rmula the 
av erag e tax increase to the 


business co mmunity wo uld be 
between $2 billio n and $3 
billio n annually o v er the nex t 
15 y ears. Inflating pay ro ll 
co sts by that amo unt o bv io usly 
wo uld reduce the number o f 
new jo bs industry wo uld be 
willing to create.

For the past few y ears, thou sands of 
top ex ecu tiv es of large and powerfu l 
corporations hav e been signing u p for 
crash cou rses which promise to teach 
them how to condu ct themselv es ef­ 
fectiv ely when confronted with the 
press or TV cameras. The object : to 
immu nize themselv es against painfu l 
boo-boos, known in the pu blic relations 
trade as "foot-in-mou th disease.” 
The first su ch cou rse, and still the 
major one, is called the Telecom­ 
mu nications Dev elopment Cou rse. It 
was fou nded in 1971 by Jack Hilton, 
then senior v ice president of J. Walter 
Thompson — that wonderfu l P.R. firm 
that gav e u s Bob Haldeman. Hilton 
cou ld see top corporate officers ap­ 
pearing on the firing lines, facing the 
press ‘‘like raw recru its in battle,” ou t 
there in the ju ngles of telev ision. So he 
fashioned 
TeleComm, 
on 
the 
assu mption that reporters are v ery 
crafty and pu shy , to tu rn corporate 
presidents and their v eeps into ‘‘artfu l 
spokesmen” for their firms, capable of 
debating the press pros withou t getting 
tripped-u p or trapped in their own 


words. 
Hilton describes the cou rse as 
operating “on the principle of two- 
thirds tit for a tat-and-a-half.” 
Meaning, 
he 
say s, 
it 
teaches 
ex ecu tiv es how to be sy mpathetic 
figu res, u nder the basic ru le: “Nev er 
be as nasty as y ou r adv ersary .” 
Are we of the media tru ly that 
nasty ? 
Professor Roger E. Bennett, a 
jou rnalism 
professor 
at 
Ohio 
Univ ersity , thinks not. And he is 
properly su spiciou s of the mov ement 
to tu rn powerfu l bu siness heads into 
kindly cou rtesans who can appear 
more politic than politicians. Not only 
is Bennett skeptical, he is ready to 
fight the trend by offering the media 
clu es (which he has recently dev ised) 
to dedu ce when-if their interv iewees 
are being more slick than candid and 
tru thfu l.

uttered.” 
During the telling of a lie, these 
“micromomentaries” take place at 1- 
60th of a second whereas the normal 
blinking process occurs at a relatively 
slower one-fifth of a second. Bennett 
has been studying this for several 
years. In 1973, he set up a bogus 
“speakers bureau” of his journalism 
students, and told the speakers that in 
addressing the class each should give 
it details of his background — but 
fabricate some aspect of it. 
Videotaping the speeches, Professor 
Bennett had his proof: the lies and 
unusually rapid eye movements were 
registered simultaneously. He is now 
working on a doctoral thesis on the 
subject, and several large cor­ 
porations have been asking him to 
teach them the technique. Bennett 
refuses — saying he wants, first, to use 
the discovery to arm his former 
journalistic peers against deception. 
“I want this more than anything to 
be a reporter’s tool,” he says. “I’ve 
read where a lot of public relations 
firms teach their clients to deal with 
hostile interviewers, meaning us, the 
press. 
“Well, if they’re training people to 
lie to us, I want to train reporters how 
to see right through them.” 
Of course, the professor’s assump­ 
tion that businessmen are being taught 
to “lie” will certainly be denied by the 
proprietors of the training courses in 
dealing with the media. 
Hilton describes the business execs’ 
course as a series of sessions in which 
corporate leaders first submit to a 
mock, taped press confrontation 
resembling the Inquisition, in which 
they are “treated like punching bags.” 
Then the businessmen, reduced to 
jelly, participate in sharp analysis of 
where they went wrong. The pitfalls of 
press interviews are explained, and 
ways and means of avoiding them are 
spelled out. 
By the end of the course, according 
to a release from Hilton’s office, 
business executives are “well armed 
with tactics and strategy, learn to take 
control of interviews, to be them­ 
selves, and to say what they will, when 
they choose, to whomever tries to put 
them on the spot. Many of them,” the 
release concludes, “become suf­ 
ficiently adept to make their opponents 
(in the media) feel guilty.” 
In the process, do some executives 
become deceptive? Do they fudge, 
evade, stretch the truth? Cynics 
assume so. But no one can know until 
we see the micromomentaries of their 
eyes ... 


Servicemen's 
Bodies Returned 


HANOI, Vietnam (AP) - In the 
glare and sweltering heat of Vietnam’s 
afternoon sun American soldiers and 
sailors Friday lifted the remains of 21 
American servicemen and a civilian 
into the belly of a military cargo plane 
that would take them home for the last 
time. 
The servicemen had died during the 
Vietnam war that ended in April 1975 
and their remains were being turned 
over to the United States after long 
negotiation by the Vietnamese 
Communists. 
After the brief ceremony, Vu Hoang 
of the Vietnamese Foreign Ministry 
said: "We have cooperated closely on 
these humanitarian matters. We need 
to settle the past perfectly, so we can 
have good and sound basis for 
establishing normal relations between 
the two countries.” 
The joint mission of the U.S. Defense 
and State departments was the fifth to 
Hanoi to accept the remains of 
Americans killed in the Indochina war. 


Sixteen of the small, black, metal 
boxes loaded aboard the U.S. Air 
Force CUI Starlifter contained 
remains identified by the Vietnamese 
as members of the U.S. armed forces. 
Five others had U.S. servicemen not 
yet identified.

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NEW YORK (AP) - Can amateur 
investors whip the pros, or are claims 
to that effect mainly the boastings of 
individuals who live in a fantasy world 
where victories are recorded and 
losses forgotten? 
Let the statistics speak, says the 
National Association of Investment 
Clubs. Officials there maintain that 9 
per cent of professionally managed 
funds fared worse than the market 
over the past IO years; but that 58 per 
cent of clubs did better. 
The association cites more figures: 
The median rate of return of the 
typical professionally managed fund 
for IO years through 1976 was 4.2 per 
cent. The median tot investment clubs 
was 5.9 per cent, or 42 per cent better. 
Compare investment results to the 
market averages, it continues, and 
there’s an even bigger difference. 
Managed funds, it says, earned 2.5 per 
cent less than the Standard & Poor’s 
500 average. The clubs exceeded SAP 
by 3.83 ,per coit. 
And so, based on what it says is the 
record, the association has just issued 
a report containing an unequivocal 
subhead," 
“Amateurs 
Whip 
Professionals^” and a morally certain 
investment homily, to wit: 
“If you want to make money in the 
stockmarket, it’s the solid, old­ 
fashioned principles of investing that 
produce results. Computer addicted 
analysts and the fast track boys don’t 
seem to really be in the running.” 
What are those principles that seem 
to work so well for at least some of the 
5,216 member clubs in the association 
(which accepts club and individual 
membershipe at its office in Royal 
Oak, Mich.)? As follows: 
1. They invest a sum of money 
regularly, usually once a month, over 
a long period of time. 
2. They add dividends received to 
their monthly investments. 
3. They make an effort to invest in 
good quality companies that seem 
reasonably certain of making greater 
progress than industry in general. 
Says Tom O’Hara, chairman: “We 
compare investing to planting a maple 
tree from which we receive increasing 
amounts of sugar every year and 
eventually profit from selling the 
grown tree.” 
Meeting regularly, the club mem­ 
bers often strenuously argue the 
merits of various stocks, but when they 
pick one they tend to stay with it. That 
not only keeps down commissions, 
Income Limits 
Changed For 
Mental Health 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A bul 
raising from $5,000 to $15,000 the 
amount of allowable family income 
before payments must be made for a 
dependent at a state mental institution 
has won final approval in the 
legislature. It was requested by Gov. 
James A. Rhodes. 
The governor got the bill Thursday, 
following a 31-0 vote in the Senate. 
Spending authority for the Department 
of Mental Health and Mental Retar­ 
dation would be increased during the 
current biennium by as much as $10 
million by the legislation. 
It also would permit those who pay 
for institutionalization of a dependent 
to claim liability against the state if 
they can prove that adequate care was 
not given. 
Persons above the $15,000 a year 
threshhold would pay more than the 
present rate for a dependent in a 
mental institution, if they did not have 
other dependents at home, and less if 
they had to care for others. 
Third party payers, such as Blue 
Cross, Medicaid and Medicare, would 
be billed for state care under a new 
formula designed to reflect actual 
current costs of the facility for the 
level of care given a patient.

Shoemaker, D-88 Bonnieville, at the 
request of the Rhodes administration. 


they note, but also gives sound stocks a 
chance to prove themselves. 
They take considered risks also, and 
sometimes score huge gains — on 
many stocks as much as 300 or 400 per 
cent. “The club members obviously 
don’t put much faith in the ‘indexing’ 
fad being advocated by some in­ 
vestors,” says O’Hara. 
But a nagging question underlies the 
comparisons between amateurs and 
pros: Do they play in the same league? 
The question isn’t easily answered. To 
try is to be tugged in different direc­ 
tions. 
There is the matter of statistics 
themselves. The association relies on 
information volunteered by a per­ 
centage of the clubs. The data on clubs 
is usually a matter of public record. 
It is true that they both seek profits 
from investments. It isn’t true that 
they choose from the same pool of 
stocks, or even that they must play by 
the same rules. 
Investment clubs often choose 
stocks of rather little known, swiftly 
growing companies that have too few 
shares outstanding to interest the big 
funds. The latter often have to restrict 
themselves to large, mature com­ 
panies. 
Being 
pros, 
many 
portfolio 
managers also must be ready to prove 
their prudence, and at the moment 
that term is interpreted to mean 
building a portfolio of stocks having 
the least risk. 
This need to show prudence, for 
example, has led to indexing, in which 
the portfolio manager buys so wide a 
variety of stocks that, in effect, he 
invests in the same stocks that make 
up the popular averages. In that way 
he can’t fall too far behind “average.” 
But some critics maintain that in­ 
dexing is just another fad, and that is 
something the amateurs jump on. Says 
O’Hara: 
“The lesson of the superior earnings 
rate of investment club members may 
well be that ... if he can resist the 
temptation to follow stockmarket fads 
and gimmicks ... and follow sound, 
tested principles, it’s possible he’ll 
have a pleasant experience.”

MacArthur Lora 


NEW YORK (AP) - Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur liked 
simple food, dehydrated 
vegetables, canned juices, 
and frozen meat, according to 
his cook for two years in 
World War II, Fred Da Torre, 
now a waiter at Mamma 
Leone’s restaurant here and 
an interested viewer at the 
movie “MacArthur.” 
On one occasion, MacAr­ 
thur learned that the GIS in 
the battle lines in New Guiena 
were being served canned 
beef stew for an entire week. 
He ordered Da Torre to serve 
the same dish to him and his 
staff, also for a full week. Da 
Torre also has one searing 
memory of the general during 
an air raid in Port Moresby. 
“The sirens sounded and 
we could hear the bomb 
bursts just as the General and 
his staff finished dinner,” Da 
Torre recalled. “The staff 
left. I was ready to follow. 
The general walked over to a 
piano in the room, sat down 
and played a classical piece. I 
stayed with him. But I’ve 
never been able to recall the 
name of the piece. I was too 
scared.”

Here is the agriculture weather 
advisory for Ohio provided by the 
National Weather Service: 
Showers and thundershowers will 
continue across Ohio today and 
tonight. Clearing will begin on Sunday 
as the low pressure system and 
associated front that are producing the 
rain moves eastward away from the 
Ohio valley. 


FIELD OPERATIONS - Wet 
grounds will postpone most field work 
until about mid week. Soils will 
become saturated over much of the 
state and some standing water will 
form in poorly drained areas. Those 
fields will probably remain un­ 
workable next week. 


HARVESTING — Com and soybean 
harvest will be delayed for a while. 
Com moisture content will stay about 
constant and soybeans will get soaked 
and moisture content will rise quite a 
few points. A return to harvest may be 
possible on well drained com fields by 
mid week, but beans and poorly 
drained fields will probably have to be 
left alone next week. Fruit and 
vegetables will be subjected to a lot of 
wetting. Ground level and below 
ground crops will have to stay in the 
field for quite a few days in most cases. 
Soils will be soft and heavy equipment 
will have to be kept out. Temperatures 
will stay cool through early next week. 
Highs will be generally in the 60s and 
lows in the 40s except the northwest 
may get some upper 30s on Monday 
morning.

No owner or operator of any coal- 
fired steam generating unit, unless 
otherwise specified below, shall cause 
or permit the emission of sulfur 
dioxide from any source to exceed a 
maximum of 3.6 pounds of sulfur 
dioxide per million BTU actual heat 
input and an average during any one 
calendar month of 3.0 pounds of sulfur 
dioxide per million BTU actual heat 
input. 
The Columbus & Southern Ohio 
Electric Company, Picway Generating 
Plant (OEPA Premise No. 0165000006) 
or any subsequent owner or operator of 
the . . . facility located in Lockbourne, 
Ohio, shall not cause or permit the 
emission of sulfur dioxide from the 
following sources to exceed the 
amounts indicated:
